Adulterants in Cow Product 
Legal Unless Shown to 
Be Harmful. 





Though prosecutions of dealers who 
adulterate milk with formaldehyde and 
other foreign substances can no longer 
be made under city ordinance 20,808, ac- 
cording to a ruling of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, officials of the Health De- 
partment say that they can still reach 
such dealers through the State law for- 

bidding the adulteration'of milk with 
poisonous or injurious substances. 

The difference in the new form of 
prosecutions will. be that in each case 
the city will have to prove that the for- 
eign substances found in the milk js un- 
healthful. 

City Appealed the Case. 

The decision was giver’ in thé case 
against Henry Wortman, who was fined 
$50 in the City Hall Police Court on a 
charge that he placed formaldehyde in 
milk which he sold. Judge Taylor, in 
the Court of Criminal Correction, re- 
versed this decision and the city ap- 
pealed to the Supreme: Court. 

Judge Woodson in his decision rules 
against the city on the ground.that the 

State law by 


“formaldehyde or other foreign sub- 
stances,” 

It is taken for granted ender’ the or- 
@imance that formaldehyde is injurious 
and unhealthful. To make a case based 
on the ordinance it is merely necessary 
to show the presence of formaldehyde. 

Judge Woodson takes the ground that 
this is not sufficient, but that in each 
case it must be shown not only that for- 
maldehyde is injurious but that it ex- 
ists in sufficient quantities to be a men- 
ace to health. 


State Law Covers Ground. 
His decision in effect declares the or- 


dinance void and orders that no more 
Prosecutions be made under it. The 
“State law, he says, covers the ground 
and practically revokes the ordinance. 

Prosecutions under the State law wil! 
involve more specific evidence than un- 
der the ordinance. It will not be suffi- 
cient to show that milk contains a for- 
eign substance. Proof must also be ad- 
duced to prove that this substance is 
unhealthful. 

City Chemist Bucklan and Assistant 
Health Commissioner Winn say that 
the knocking out of the ordinance will 
deprive the city of all means of prose- 
cuting dealers who sell milk which is 
unclean.

Four Men Required to Pull Monster 
Fish From East St. Louis 
Creek. : 


The- biggest alligator gar ever caught 
around East St. Louis was captured in 
Cahokia Creek early Tuesday by L. 8. 
Kérle of 107 Missouri avenue, East St. 
Louis. Karle was fishing from the Bal- 
timore & Ohio trestle. His catch is 7 
feet 2 inches long and 14 inches in diam- 
eter.

Police Recognize Trio. 
Patrolmen Scheller and Degnan were 
standing at Sixteenth street and Frank- 
lin avenue waiting to be relieved from 
duty for the night, when they recog- 
nized, as police characters, three men 
who were walking west on the opposite 
side of the street. They shadowed the 
men, who walked west to Seventeenth 
street, crossed over to the north side 
and turned east. The policemen hid ina 
dark hallway. 
As the men passed, one of them said: 
“It’s the restaurant with the bread box 
in front.”’ 
When the men had passed, the police- 
men came out of hiding and trailed 
them to Sixteenth street. There they 
turned north and disappeared in the al- 
ley. 
Patrolmen Murphy and Barry arrived 
at the corner to relieve Scheller and 
Degnan, who told them what had hap- 
pened. 

Officers on the Trail. 
The four policemen entered the alley 
on the track of the plotters. Murphy 
was the first to enter the yard in the 
rear of the Cam home. He saw Cam 
near the foot of the stairs leading to 
his room, on the second floor, struggling 
with two men who were trying to pinion 
his arms. 
As the policeman was rushing forward 
to aid the restaurant keeper, Cam jerked 
away from the men. At the same in- 
stant two men appeared on the second 
floor porch. One carried a bundle un- 
der his arm. 
Cam fired at the shadowy forms, emp- 
tying his revolver. The robbers jumped 
back into the house, closed the kitchen 
door and fired six shots through the 
wooden panels. 

Three Are Captured. 
The two men who had been holding 
Cam attempted to escape through a hall- 
way to the street, but were headed off 
and captured by Degnan and Murphy. 
Apparently believing that the police- 
men had gone in pursuit of their com- 
panions, the two robbers upstairs threw 
open the kitchen door and ran down 
the steps. They rushed past Cam and 
made for the back fence. Patrolman 
Barry caught one of them. Scheller 
grabbed the other, the man with the 
bundle, but he jerked away and escaped, 
dropping a box of cigars, one of four 
which he carried under his arm. 
Scheller ran through the yard. As he 
came from the shadow of the shed he 
Was seen by Cam, who took him for 
one of the burglars. 


Shoots at a Patrolman, 
The restaurant keeper, who had re- 


loaded his revolver, fired point-blank at 
Scheller, but all of his seven shots went 
wild. 

Tne men arrested gave their names 
and addresser as Frank Flannigan, 2031 
Division street; James Kelley, 1916 North 
Thirteenth street, and James Fleming, 
1661 Biddle street. 

It was found that the-back doors of 
both the restaurant and the living rooms 
upstairs hud been forced open. Four 
boxes of cigars and $24 in cash were 
taken from the restaurant. 

Near the box of cigars dropped by 
the robber who escaped was found 3 
cents in small change, which he also 
dropped in going over the fence.

It will take about $80C of the taxpay- 
ers’ money to tell them in an Official 
Way that the 
newspapers tried to give St. Louis 
worst of it’’ 
ing the city’s advertising in the Ger- 
man language. 

This cost is necessitated by the Coun- 
cil’s rejection of the Abend Anzeiger’s 
excessive bid of 7 cents a line for space 
that the paper sells to merchants at half 
that sum. 

In order to inform all the proprietors 
of the German newspapers that they 
are again requested to furnish new bids, 
City Register Regan wil! publish the 
readvertisement for proposals in the 
English dailies. 


In German Papers, Too. 
This will be done so that, in the event 


the German pubiishers should overlook 
the information in their own columns 
(which will contain the advertisement, 
also), they may have no excuse for not 
understanding what a burden their com- 
bination has imposed on the taxpayers. 
City Councelor Bates. holds that to 
make the contract perfectly legal, an 
advertisement must be inserted for ten 
days in all the papers of the city hav- 
ing a circulation in excess of 3000 copies 
daily. 
Thoes who read only Polish, Bohe- 
mian, Ita‘ian, Greek and Yiddish papers 
may never know what profit there is 
in a compound of “dignity’’ and 7 cents 
a line. Readers of those foreign tongues 
are to be slighted in the distribution of 
the taxpayers’ funds for the readver- 
tisement. They were not here in suf- 
ficient numbers in 1876 when the charter 
was framed, and so their publications 
were not particularized as among the 
papers which should have a share in 
the printing of public advertising. 

Says Charter Requires It. 
Just what advantage an advertise- 
ment addressed to proprietors of German 
newspapers will have when couched in 
English and printed in the English 
danles, City Register Regan does not 
say. His only explanation of this sys- 
tem fs that the charter requires the ex- 
penditure. 
Economists at the City Hall say, 
however, it is a plain admission that 
the publication of the city’s adver- 
tising in the English papers meets 
all needs, gives the announcements 
many times the circulation they could 
get in all the German newspapers and 
enlightens every one—even the pro- 
prietors of the German dailies—who

Roosevelt Gets' Wired Appeals. 

An immense amount of conferring, of 
telegraphing and telephoning took place 
during the morning and even after the 
National Committee had commenced its 
session, in relation to the Louisiana 
compromise proposition. Telegrams by 
the score were rainead in upon such 
members of the Taft organization as 
were supposed to be wavering. 

Repeated messages were sent Secre- 
tary Taft and President Roosevelt at 
Washington and they were in close 
touch every instant of the morning with 
the exact situation in Chicago. 

It finally was agreed with the full 
consent and approval of both Secretary 
Taft and President Roosevelt, that the 
Taft and anti-Taft delegations from 
Louisiana should be seated with half a 
vote each, 

Must Be No Dispute. 

In consideration of this agreement it 
was impressed upon the representatives 
of the Louisiana contestants that there 
Should not, under any circumstances 
whatever, be any quarreling or dis- 
pute between the two delegations. It 


further was agreed and understood that 
the Kepublican party in Louisiana is 
to be immediately and entirely re- 
organized’ under the direction of the 
chairman, the secretary and one mem- 
ber of the National Committee. 
Members of the Committee declared 
that they were heartily tired of tine 
unceasing squabbles between the 
“black-and-tans’’ and ‘“‘lily whites’’ of ' 
Louisiana. Their disputes have been 
brought to every Republican conven- 
tion of recent years and it was de- 
termined by the members of the Com- 
mittee that this condition of affairs 
should cease.

GANNON IS IN THE RAGE 
“TO STICK,” HE DECLARES 


Joseph G. Cannon, Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, arrived in 
Chicago today from his home in Dan- 
ville, Ill, and declared himself a can- 
didate for ‘‘President of the United 
States until they stop voting or elect 
someone else.”’

LAW PROMISED 
BEFORE SUMMER 


Councilmen in Accord on 
Measure to Regulate Ser- 
vice Corporations. 





HOUSE NOT PLEDGED 





Friesmeyer, Warner and Bren- 
nan Want to Study 
Bill First. 


Every active member of the Council 
and a majority of the House of Dele- 
gates promise to pass a bill for the reg- 
ulation of public service corporations be- 
fore the Municipal Assembly adjourns 
for the summer. 

Members of the majority in the Hougs, 
however, condition their action on the 
acceptability of the measure which a 
Joint Committee of the Assembly is now 
preparing. As the plan is to give to the 
House of Delegates the representation 


which its leaders demanded in the se- 
lection of a public service commission, 
there seems to be no likelihood of a dis- 
agreement on the other details of the 


»} bill. 


Three Are Not Pledged. 

Delegates Priesmeyer, Warner and W. 
J. Brennan, who are among the men of 
most influence in the “combine” 
of the House now declare that 
they will not pledge themselves to 
aceept any bill that the delegates on the 
Conference Committee may recommend. 

“I won't say that I'll be satisfied with 
any proposition our men on the commit- 
tee may report to the House,’ said 
Priesmeyer Tuesday. ‘‘But if we get 
what we ask, I'll be perfectly willing to 
help in the passage of the bill before 
adjournment.”’ . 

Priesmeyer could not indicate what he 
would regard as objectionable in the 
bill under consideration. He said he 
would have to wait until the conferees 
had completed their work and submitted 
a complete proposition. : 

Delegate Ferd Warner declined to 
commit himself ag to his probable at- 
titude in reference to the joint commit- 
tees’ measure. 

Brennan Would Study It. 

“Any bill that meets the approval of 
the House will be passed before ad- 
journment,” said W. J. Brennan. ‘J 
can’t say now what we could consider 
fair or unfair to .the House, because 
the committee Hasn’t yet done its 
work. There is always a chance that, 
in looking carefully into the bill, some 
featuré which wouldn’t be just satis- 
factory to the House will be discov- 
ered. I don’t like to say that I'll favora 
particular bill until I have had an op- 
portunity to study it.’’ 

Brennan’s statement I!s of a plece with 
those of other members of the majority 
of the House. For the last three months 
the delegates have declared they would 
be content with any bill that gave the 
House representation on the public serv- 
ice commission. Now they are begin- 
ning to attach contingencies to their 
support of such legislation. 

Like Brennan, too, they are either 
unable or unwilling to name the con- 
ditions that would prevent their friend- 
liness to regulation. 

This is true of every member of the 
House majority saves Tirre. He has been 
frankly in favor of a bill and would 
have permitted,.so far as he was con- 
cerned, the establishment of a commis- 
sion of the Mayor's choice. 

Hussy Is Dissatisfied. 

The House’s conferees are Hussey, 
Tirre and J. T. Brennan. Hussey ex- 
presses dissatisfaction with the proposal 
to allow the Council to confirm the ap- 
pointment of Mayor Wells’ member of 
the commission. As the charter sanc- 
tions no other manner of confirming the 
Mayor’s appointments, it is difficult to 
see how Hussey's dissent from the pres- 
ent plan could be overcome. 

Speaker Conrar says he will favor the 
passage of a bill at once, provided the 
House reecives recognition. 

Delegate ‘“‘Cap’’ Troll said: 

“Of course, we would vass the bill be- 
fore adjournment. What would be the 
use of waiting until! after the summer 
vacation?” 

Delegates Sachse, Schell, Stannard, 
Fay, Connell, O’Brien, McShane and 
Langdale may be numbered among those 
who are for immediate action. Without 
the concurrence of the ‘“‘combine,”’ how- 
ever, the task of passing a biil through 
the House of Delegates would not be 
easy. 

The City Council is absolutely assured 
both for regulation and prompt legisla- 
tion. The bill in course of preparation 
is acceptable to every Councilman. It 
contemplates a commission of five mem- 
ers, two to be named by the House, 
two by the Council and one by the May- 

The Councet! is to confirm the ap- 
pu.ntees of the House and Mayor, and 
the House is to approve the selections 
made by the Council. 

The joint committee meets Tuesday 
afternoon to discuss those of the bill's 
provisions which touch its duties and 
powers. To preclude a successful on- 
slaught on the ordinance by the public 


service corporations. City Councelor 
Bates will’ be requested to aid in the 
framing of the measure. Outside attor- 
neys will give help in the same direc- 
tion. 

When the committee has reached the 
stage where a choice of commissioners 
is in order, it will recommend that the 
House exchange with the Council lists 
of ten eligible men—twenty in all. From 
the House’s nominations the Council will 
take two, and from the Councll’s roster 
the House will choose two. The Mayor 
will be at liberty to name his man latef, 
if he elects. :

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Union Electric Forces Con- 
sumer for Short Time to 
Pay High Price. 








The highest rate provided for in the 
printed schedule of the Union Electric 
is 12 cents a kilowatt hour. Mike Gold- 
Wasser, who has a store at 1 South 
Broadway, paid 18 cents a kilowatt hour 
for service to April 1, and since that 
time he has been paying 15 cents 4 
kilowatt hour. . 

These rates are 50 and 25 per cent high- 
er than the published rates of Union 
Electric, which are represented as be- 
ing the only rates in effect. 

Mr. Goldwasser’s experience further 
emphasizes the need for a public utili- 
ties commission to pass on the varying 
rates granted by the company to sub- 
scribers;: 

These rates are specifically a viola- 
tion of the November schedule of Union 
Electric. There is nothing in Union 
Electric’s ‘“‘Principles of Equitable Rate 
Making”’ to indicate that any such rates 
exist. 

The last page in the solicitors’ rate 
books, not intended for the public, ex- 
plains these rates. It does not cost any 
more to serve a temporary consumer, 
after the connections are made, than it 
does any other consumer under similar 
conditions, but*he is foreed to pay the 
higher rates merely because he does not 
wish te bind himself up with a repeat- 
ing contract—that is, a contract which 
renews itself each year for three years 
unless the consumer cancels it at the 
expiration of any yearly period. 

The page from the solicitor’s rate book 
reads as follows: 

“For service to be used during the 
summer months between April and Oct. 
15, under a contract for less than four 
months, charge the regular rates plus 25 
per cent, with the corresponding mini- 
mum monthly guarantee. 

“For service to’ be used during the 
winter months between Oct. 15 and April 
1, charge the regular rates, plus 50 per 
cent, with the regular corresponding 
minimum monthly guarantee. 

Consumer Pays for “Capacity.” 

“Under ali of the above propositions, 
the consumer will be required to pay 
the company for all the expense it shall 
incur in providing capacity for the serv- 
ice to be furnished and for making con- 
nection and disconnection. 

“No lamps will be renewed free of 
charge on contracts for less than one 
year.”’ 

As Mr. Goldwasser did not care to 
sign a yearly contract he was charged 
18 cents a kilowatt hour to April 1 
and 15 cents after that. He has an- 
other store at Seventh and Morgan 
streets, which is served under a long- 
term contract with the Phoenix Heat, 
Light and Power Co. at 5 cents a kilo- 
watt hour. 

For 121 kilowatt hours of electricity 
consumed between March 5 and March 
19 at the Broadway store, Mr. Goldwas- 
ser paid, net, $19.04. This service at his 
Morgan street store would have cost 
him $6.0—a difference of $12.99. 

The semi-monthly meter reading under 
which the Broadway bill was rendered 
worked another hardship on Mr. Gold- 
wasser. He was’ credited with an hour's 
use discount of 7 per cent, where he 
would have received 15 or 20 per cent 
under a monthly meter reading. 

Many of the temporary users are 
rendered weekly bills, which cuts down 
their hours use discount almost to noth- 
ing. Some of them have to pay as much 
as $30 for making connections. The 
company demanded $50 for making con- 
nections for a temporary power service 
for the Blanton company at 115. Spruce 
street. 


How the Yearly Contracts Work. 

The consumer who ties himself up 
with a yearly contract, if he happens 
not to need the service for that length 
of time, finds himself obligated to pay 
one-half of the minimum monthly charge 
for the unexpired period of the contract, 
in addition to ‘the connection and dis- 
connection charges. 

A paragraph in ‘the contract reads: 
‘In case the company discontinues its 
service for non-payment of bills by the 
consumer, or is, through the fault of 
the consumer, prevented from perform- 
ing this agreement as herein provided, 
then there shall forthwith become due 
ané payable fo the company the full 
contract price for current supplied up 
to date of such discontinuance or pre- 
vention, without discount or other de- 
duction; and there shall further be- 
come due and payable by the consumer, 
as liquidated damages, and not as a 
penalty, one-half of the minimum pay- 
ment herein mentioned for the unex- 
pired term of this contract, or existing 
extension thereof, and the expense in- 
curred by the company in connecting 
and disconnecting said premises.”’ 

Mrs. Lillian A. McIntyre formerly op- 
erated a moving picture show. The 
Building Commissioner ordered some 
changes made in the place, which, on 
account of its size, were impossible. 
Mrs. McIntyre had to give up her show, 
under orders from the city.

Woman Signed Unknowingly.

When she went to the office to 
withdraw it her bills for the four months 
she had used the service were refigured 
at higher rates, and she found that ac- 
cording to Uniton Electric’s figures she 
had but $38.48 coming to her. Mrs. Mc- 
Intire guaranteed 40 cents a month on 
each lamp, making her minimum $62.80 
a month, and hed a rate of 11 cents’ a 
kilowatt hour. Her bills were refigured 
at 138% cents a kilowatt hour, which con- 

sumed practically all of her deposit. 
Mrs. McIntyre told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that she did not know she was 
signing a yearly contract when she or- 
dered the service. She said she did not 
have her eyeglasses, and thought she 


‘| was signing an order for the service, 


without knowing that she was binding 
herself up with a contract.

Chief Iron Tail has been wearing these 
‘‘Jatest’’ styles since the battle of Sum- 
mit Springs and, having set the style, 
cannot in any sense be called a squaw 
man. 

Debrutaltzed Foothall A-heorse. 

Football on norseback is one of the 
real new things that Buffalo Bill has 
brought to town. It is what a certain 
distinguished bear hunter would call ‘‘a 
bully game,” which gives horses as 
well as men a chance to show their 
sporting blood. 

Two members of the Paddle and Sad- 
dle Club who saw it at the opening of 
the Wild West show Monday etternect 
were enthusiastic about it. 

‘That's the stunt for us,’’ one of them 
said.

Gateman Needs Assistance. 


The majority of the schools let the 
members of their teams off for the af- 
ternoon so that the boys would be in 
plenty of time for the game. As a re- 
sult there was a big crowd of the boys 
swarming around the southeast gate 
of the park where Mr. Hedges had made 
arrangements for them to be admitted. 

When the gate was opened, shortly af- 
ter 2 o'clock, the boys made such a rush 
to get through that the gateman, fear- 
ing that some of them would be hurt, 
closed the gate until he had summoned 
assistance. It took three employes of 
the park and two policemen to control 
the enthusiasm of the boys sufficiently 
to pass them through the gate without 
any being hurt by the revolving bars. 

Two hundred boys were in the first 
detachment that entered the park. One- 
third of the center-field bleachers had 
been roped off for tnem, and the boys, 
yelling wildly, ran along the seats in 
the scramble for vantage points. In 
two minutes the whole top line of seats 
hace been taken up. The rest of the 
seats filled rapidly with the boys who 
lived farthest, from tne park, arriving 
in groups. | 


Boys Discuss Own Games, 


In the hour before the game was 
called the boys did not pay much atten- 
tion to the practice work on the field, 
but fought over in words the games of 
their own league series. Several cap- 
tains of teams that feel behind early in 
the leagua race went to the captains of 
the more successful teams and chal- 
lenged them to post-season games.

That John F. Wixford did St. Louis 
a great service at a critical time by 
pointing out the way to clarify the 
city’s water without filtering it is the 
conclusion of the special committee 
appointed by the St. Louls Chemical 
Bociety to fix the credit for that 
achievement. 

The gist of the report is: That the 
use of lime and copperas as a clari- 
fying. agent for water was known 
long before Wixford was employed by 
the city; that the proportion of lime 
to copperas when used for coagulat- 
ing purposes had until then been com- 
paratively small; that it was Wixford 
who first suggested the use of lime in 
@ very large quantity, making the 
solution so caustic that the sediment 
in the water was burned by the caus- 
ticity of the lime; that it was found 
hecessary to modify the plan of clear- 
ing the water suggested by Wixford 
and that other persons must! be given 
& full share of the credit for making 
these modifications. 

Wixford First to Act. 

The committee was composed of Leo 
* Suppan, H. August Hunicke and J. J. 

essler, all practical chemists. 

In their report they point out that 
there was unusual difficulty in clari- 
fying the water of the Mississippi Riv- 
er because of the extremely large 
amount of sediment which it carries. 

As the World’s Fair was approaching 
it was deemed imperative that the water 
shculd be cleared so that visitors would 
not find occasion to criticise St. Louis 
in that respect, 
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Prompt action was required, and the 
committee makes it clear that at this 


time of need it was Wixford and no one 
elsé who jumped into the breach and 
made a suggestion which other mem- 
bers of the Department were slow to 
follow. 

Is Given Full Credit, 

They all knew that lime and copperas 
would clear water in comparatively 
small quantities, but they did not be- 
lieve it could be used successfully in 
the big settling basins of the St. Louis 
waterworks. It had been tried in other 
preportions and had failed. 

Wixford is given full credit by the 
committee for advancing the theory 
that if lime was used in so large a 
quantity as to bring about causticity 
or heat consumption of the sediment 
it would do the work. 

The committee does not go into the 


dctails or the modifications for which} 
it believes other than Wixford deserve 


credit. 

Efforts to see Mr. Wixford and ob- 
tain from him an expression as to the 
report were unsuccesful Tuesday.

It was found that 
1l per cent of the dealers were selling milk con- 
taining tubercle bacilli. Over 7 per cent of the milk 
in 400 samples proved fatal when fed to guinea 
pigs. A post mortem examination showed that the 
animals died of tuberculosis. This Indicated that 
the milk consumers of-ene large city at least needed 
to be protected against infected milk.

Rulers Visit Each Other’s 
Yachts, Then Lunch To- 
gether at Reval. 








Alexandra and Dowager Emp- 
ress There—First Meeting 
in Seven Years. 





REVAL, J une 9.—The meeting between 
King Edward and Emperor Nicholas took 
place today with due formality. It was 
the first time that an English monarch 
has made an official visit in Russian 
waters. 

The British squadron escorting the 
royal yacht Victoria and Albert, with 
King Edward on board, entered the Bay 
of Reval shortly after i0 o'clock. The 


customary salutes were fired and after 
an exchagge of formal visits the King 
and the Emperor lunched on board the 
Russian yacht Polar Star as the guests 
of the Dowager Empress. 

Accompanied by the infant Czarevich 
and the little grand duchesses, his sis- 
térs, the Emperor and the party at 
boarded a launch and were taken 
to the yacht Standart. The Dowager 
Empress, the Queen of Greece, and other 
notabilities “arrived by train one hour 
later and were taken out on launchés 
to the yacht Polar Star. The little 
Czarevich was-ecjJad in a sailor costume. 

As Emperor Nicholas boarded the 
Standart, the imperial salute was fired, 
the royal standard was hoisted to the 
masthead and the yachts and all the 
rest of the shipping in the harbor of 
Reval were decorated with bunting. 

The Bnglish vessels, which had ar- 
rived in the offing during the night, 
then headed for the harbor at full speed 
in single line. First came the Victoria 
and Albert, then the two cruisers, and 
in the rear the other imperial yacht, 
Alexandra. 

Passing outside the Russian vessels, 
which had formed in two lines headed 
by the Standart and Polar Star, the 
Victoria and Albert and the two cruisers 
swept around in a great curve and an- 
chored between the Standart and the 
Polar Star. 

King Edward was on the bridge of 
the Victoria and Albert and the Emper- 
or occupied a similar position on the 
Standart. King Edward wore the uni- 
form of a British Admiral. While the 
British vessels were taking their posi- 
tions the Russian yachts and the cruis- 
ers were thundering a series of salutes, 
and at times the smoke from the can- 
non almost hid the pageant. 

The moment the visiting* vessels 
dropped their anchors a launch bearing 
Emperor Nicholas left the side of the 
Standart and the Russian monarch 
boarded the Victoria and Albert, where 
he exchanged hearty greetings with 
King Edward, whom he had not seen 
for seven years, and saluted Queen Al- 
exandra and Princess Victoria. 

After a few minutes on board the Vic- 
toria and Albert, Emperor Nicholas re- 
turned to the Standart. 

Meantime King Edward had donned 
the uniform .of a Rusisan Admiral and 
he at once returned the call of the Em- 
peror. °
